REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant has presented clear arguments to distinguish the invention over 
the prior art. While Courtney (GB Publication 2388279) teaches a headset performing 
all of the signal processing in the headset, it is a Bluetooth headset and does not 
require a detachable cable for passing information. Carter (US Patent 6,266,418 B1) 
teaches a device between the headset and the base of a telephone attached by a 
detachable cable that performs all the signal processing of the invention, however the 
microphone is separate from the device and not part of the microphone unit. While 
Henderson (US Patent 4,134,070) does teach modular and detachable parts, 
Henderson fails to teach any of the signal processing being performed in any 
detachable manner.
